A defunct NASA satellite the size of a bus that is expected to fall to 
Earth on Friday likely will miss North America, NASA said. 

The agency’s 13,000-pound Upper Atmosphere Research Satellite, 
or UARS, has been slowly tumbling from orbit since its mission ended 
in 2005. It is expected to re-enter Earth’s atmosphere and break apart 
Friday 

Most of the debris will incinerate as it plows through the air, but 
about 26 pieces, weighing a total of about 1,100 pounds, are expected to 
survive the fall and land somewhere on Earth. 

Because the science satellite is tumbling, NASA and the U.S. Air 
Force, which tracks space debris, are not yet able to make an exact pre- 
diction about when and where UARS will return to Earth. 

With oercent of the olanet covered bv water and vast regions of 


desert and other uninhabited regions, NASA said the odds that any per- 
son will be hit by a piece of debris from UARS are about i-in-3,200. 

The satellite flies over most of the world as it orbits between 57 de- 
grees north and 57 degrees south of the equator. Its altitude Thursday 
was about 115 miles above the planet. 

NASA said on its website Thursday that re-entry was expected some- 
time Friday afternoon. 

“The satellite will not be passing over North America during that 
time period. It is still too early to predict the time and location of re- 
entry with any more certainty, but predictions will become more refined 
in the next 24 to 36 hours.” 

The 35-foot-long, 15-foot diameter satellite was launched into orbit 
aboard a space shuttle in 1991 to study ozone and other chemicals in the 
olanet’s atmosohere. redeye illustration

Tribune investigation: 
Courts often drop cases 
against area cabdrivers 
with multiple citations

Tn the wake of two fatal crashes involving 
Chicago cabdrivers, a Tribune investigation 
has found courts routinely dismiss the vast 
majority of tickets issued to heavily cited cab- 
drivers. 

Reporters found that the rate of dismissals 
for these taxi drivers was about twice as high 
as for the average 
driver. The dis- 
missals allowed 
these cabdrivers 
to have nearly 
spotless driving 
records and more 
easily renew their 
city chauffeur’s li- 
censes. 

Some went on 
to hit, injure or kill 
pedestrians, ac- 
cording to police 
and court records. 

The findings frustrate traffic safety advo- 
cates, who fear the system has allowed more 
dangerous drivers to remain on the roads, and 
pedestrians who have been hit by some of 
these cabdrivers. 

“T hey need to do a better job of following 
up with these cab drivers said Veronica An- 
drews, who allegedly was hit by a cab driver 
while crossing Michigan Avenue in June. 
“T hey are providing a public service, but it 
feels like no one is looking at them.” 

Before Andrews 1 accident, cab driver Max- 
well Gabriel had been stopped 22 times by 
police since 2008, resulting in 34 tickets, ac- 
cording to court records. But in 16 of the 
22 stops, all tickets were dismissed. 

That allowed him to fall below the three- 
tickets -a-year threshold established by the 
city to flag dangerous cabdrivers. 

Gabriel said he’s a good driver and didn’t hit 
Andrews. 'That case still is pending. 

Other heavily ticketed drivers have enjoyed 
high rates of dismissals as well. 

The Tribune analyzed traffic court files for

28 drivers who it found had been stopped the 
most and received a high number of citizen 
complaints against them. 

T he newspaper found that the 28 averaged 
about three stops a year in which they were 
cited by police, but every ticket from two- 
thirds of those stops was dismissed. 

Prosecutors say it’s difficult to say for sure 
why tickets are being dismissed. It’s typically 
because an officer doesn’t show up to court to 
testify, but it can be for other reasons, such as 
crash victims not testifying or weak evidence 
that makes a conviction unlikely 

The city has vowed to reform the system 
in the wake of two recent pedestrian deaths 
blamed on taxi drivers. 

One crash in August led to the death of an 
86-year-old woman who had been crossing the 
street. The cabdriver had been stopped nine 
previous times by police since 2006, with tick- 
ets thrown out in every stop except for one. 


Ticketed cabbies fare best in Chicago 

The Tribune studied the stops of 28 highly ticketed taxi drivers in Cook County. Chicago police 
handled the vast majority of tickets and had the highest rates of stops in which all tickets were 
dismissed. Overall, the rate of dismissals among highly ticketed taxi drivers was 68 percent 
more than twice as high as the dismissal rate for the average driver.

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Report points to 
risk factors in fire

Poor communications and an insufficient 
number of radios were among shortcom- 
ings within the Chicago Fire Department 
that contributed to the deaths of two fire- 
fighters in a fire at an abandoned South Side 
laundry in December, according to a federal 
report. 

The report by the National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health also pointed 
to the lack of systems to alert the fire depart- 
ment to hazardous buildings as among the 
“contributing factors” that cumulatively put 
firefighters at risk. 

The report said few of the firefighters who 
were sent into the vacant, dilapidated build- 
ing in the 1700 block of East 75 th Street on 
Dec. 22 had radios and that supervisors out- 
side the building had no idea what the fire- 
fighters inside were seeing: flames crawling 


up wood beams to the ceiling. 

As firefighters fought the blaze from the in- 
side, others were on the roof, spraying water 
and cutting holes to vent smoke right up until 
the roof collapsed. 

Two firefighters inside the building, 
Edward Stringer, 47, and Corey Ankum, 34, 
were killed, and 19 other firefighters were in- 
jured. 

Tim Merinar, who led the federal agency’s 
investigation, said fire department super- 
visors should have taken a more defensive 
approach and ordered more firefighters 
out of the building once it was clear that no 
one was trapped inside, as firefighters had feared 
when they arrived at the early-morning blaze. 

The fire department received the report in 
July and already has implemented some of the 
agency’s its recommendations, department 
spokesman Larry Langford said Thursday

But zoo officials said the best time to 
move these species is during the cooler win- 
ter months, and it’s best to start the process 
sooner rather than later. The birds likely won’t 
be back for several years, Dewar said. 

For the past 30 years, the birds have lived at 
the zoo’s Kovler Penguin- Seabird House. 

He said there was no specific closing date 
for the Kovler building, and it will remain 
open until the birds have been successfully 
placed elsewhere.

Facebook’s new look 


SAN FRANCISCO Facebook unveiled new fea- 
tures that center on the way users listen to 
music and watch TV, offering tie-ins with the 
likes of Spotify and Hulu, as it attempts to 
make media an integral part of its service. 

The features, which also include ways for 
users to spiff up profiles in a magazine, pho- 
to-heavy style, were introduced Thursday by 
Facebook chief executive Mark Zuckerberg 
during Facebook’s annual f8 developers’ con- 
ference in San Francisco. 

For Facebook, a deeper integration of mu- 
sic, movies and other media into its service 
makes it more likely that users will spend 
more time on its site, enabling the company 
to generate more advertising dollars. 

The media push comes as Facebook faces 
fresh competition from Google, which in 


June launched a rival social networking ser- 
vice, Google+. 

One new thing Facebook is rolling out 
over time is an overhaul of user profiles called 
“Timeline,” which lets users filter photos, 
keep a diary of activities and maintain “com- 
plete control” of privacy settings. 

Zuckerberg said Timeline is the “important 
next step to help you tell the story of your 
life.” 

Timeline also centers on apps, including 
one from Hulu that allows Facebook users 
to watch TV shows together directly within 
Facebook’s website. 

“Facebook is positioning itself as not just 
your social graph online, but your life online,” 
Forrester Research analyst Sean Corcoran 
said.

I only lived it for a 
few months. 

What advice did your co-star Brad Pitt gi ve 
you, if any, about this movie or your transi- 
tion to dramatic roles? 

He had a lot of good advice. lie was really 
good at sharing his stories, his experiences, 
but he definitely wanted me to do more 
dramas and push myself If you look at his 
resume, it’s so eclectic, and he just makes un- 
expected choices, and I think that’s what I’ve 
learned the most from him is to just be bold 
and try to make some unexpected choices. 

What did you do to celebrate when you 
found out you got the role? 

I was by myself in my house and just jumped 
around screaming. It was crazy.

It’s just what I looked like then, and this is

'Love Crime’ delightfully nuanced

The sleek French # # 5 # 

thriller “Love Crime” 
accomplishes a 

staggering amount, without much fuss, in 
its first two minutes. A swank Paris apart- 
ment, evening. Christine, the upper-echelon 
agribusiness executive played by Kristin 
Scott Thomas, is going over plans for the 
Cairo meeting with her fastidious assis- 
tant, Isabelle, played by Ludivine Sagnier. 
“Bordeaux?” offers Christine, after inquiring 
about her minion’s perfume and nuzzling her 
neck. Then a man enters the apartment: He 
is another co-worker, Christine’s employee 
and paramour. Isabelle, a bit dazed, goes 
home alone to a conspicuously large bed. 

Just as swiftly “Love Crime” establishes 
an affair between Isabelle and Christine’s 
boyfriend (Patrick Mille) while establishing 
the boss as a lying, craven weasel, happy 
to take full credit for Isabelle’s most popular 
business proposals and solutions. Meantime, 


there’s the matter of the boyfriend’s 
shady accounting practices (and cocaine 
habit). 

With a script by director Alain Corneau 
and Natalie Carter, the film may be longer 


on guessing games and structure than it is on 
three-dimensional human misbehavior. Yet 
“Love Crimes”— faintly comic throughout in 
its compression and improbability— acquires 
a nice jolt of suspense once a major character 


(I won’t say who) commits the titular crime, 
and then points the finger of suspicion in a 
most unlikely direction. 

The multinational food corporation 
employing all these schemers is called Barney 
and Johnson, presumably American in origin, 
and while it may be overreaching to suggest 
that Corneau and company are taking a dig 
at what “Love Crimes” perceives as Yankee- 
style corporate ethics, it’s there if you want to 
make something of it. 

The movie’s welter of flashbacks grows 
somewhat conventional in the second half. 
But the craftsmanship lifts this genre exer- 
cise above the routine. 

Scott Thomas can play these sorts of ice 
queens in her sleep, but I’ve long thought 
her a more effective and nuanced performer 
in French-language projects than in English- 
language ones. The performance is laced with 
just enough wit to make it sting. And Sagnier 
is versatile enough to make her buttoned-up 
workaholic of increasingly valid resentments 
a woman of teasing ambiguity

professional baseball 
team made it back 
into the playoffs. A 
year after making 
them the last time. 
And didrit win the 
World Series. In 
terms of distance 
traveled from 
heartache to glory this cinematic underdog 
wouldn’t cross state lines. 

Of course, it was a bummer for the cash- 
strapped Oakland As when they lost stars 
such as Jason Giambi and Johnny Damon to 
the super-rich "Yankees and Red Sox, respec- 
tively after the As' 2001 postseason. It's not 
as if the team was then a disaster; general 
manager Billy Beane (Brad Pitt) and manager 
Art Howe (Philip Seymour Hoffman) still 
had assets like eventual MVP Miguel Tejada 
and ace pitchers Barry Zito, Mark Mulder 
and Tim Hudson. 

“Moneyball,” adapted from Michael Lewis 3 
hit book, barely mentions those players. 
Rather, the script from Oscar winners Steven 
Zaillian (“Schindler’s List”) and Aaron Sorkin 
(“The Social Network 33 ) suggests that the 
2002 As won more than 100 games as a result 
of Beane using unconventional statistical 
analysis to acquire undervalued players such 
as Scott Ilatteberg (Chris Pratt), David 
Justice (Stephen Bishop) and Chad Bradford 
(Casey Bond). Does director Bennett Miller 


(“Capote”) prove how much those guys con- 
tributed to the team? No. All we see is Beane 
adopting his new assistant Peter Brand’s 
(Jonah I Iill) on-base percentage-focused 
scouting approach and then, ultimately, the 
results of what the team accomplished. 

If you’re not paying attention, you might 
forget what your college professors taught 
you about the difference between correlation 
and causation. 

It’s worth noting that front-office bucks 
don’t necessarily guarantee on-field glory 
If they did, the Cubs, one of the league’s 
wealthiest teams, might not currently be in 
a fierce battle for fourth in the division. Yet 
there remains a pretty entertaining story in 
“Moneyball” about Beane, the movie’s only 
fully realized character, who knows firsthand 
that scouts don’t always get it right. Pitt is 
terrific and effortlessly crafty as his Beane 
wheels and deals between teams. He shows 
vulnerability too, as he longs to spend more 
time with his 12-year-old daughter (Kerris 
Dorsey) in scenes that are sweet but routine. 

Sorki n previously turned “The Social Net- 
work” into a glorious true story about greed 
and loyalty But “Moneyball,” which is loaded 
with clunky “what it all means” moments, isn’t 
a similarly affecting look at people’s unex- 
pected value. And it sure doesn’t recognize the 
imperfection of Beane and Brand’s strategy 

In 2004, Paul DePodesta (the real Peter 
Brand) was hired as the GM of the L.A. 
Dodgers, where he maintained the statistics- 
driven approach employed with the A’s. 

In the wake of what ESPN called “strange 
trades” and “suspect signings,” he was fired 
the following year, after the Dodgers had 
their worst season in more than a decade.

•••• Enoch’s (Henry 
Hopper, promising) obsession 
with death-which stems from the 
car accident that killed his parents 
and almost killed him too-leads 
him to crash funerals and talk to 
the ghost of a WWII Japanese ka- 
mikaze pilot (Ryo Kase). Annabel 
(Mia Wasikowska, always strong) 
has a terminal brain tumor. So 
when the two meet at a memorial 
service Enoch crashes, it’s a match 
made in indie movie heaven. Or 
just contrived scriptland. 

The verdict: “Restless” should be 
called “Stuck.” Jason Lew’s script is 
hampered by its contrivances and 
unable to examine mortality with 
any depth or urgency. Everyone 
reconciles death differently, and 
“Restless” could have tapped into 
life as a brief visitation, with visit- 
ing hours always about to end. 
Instead, director Gus Van Sant 
gets lost in no-man’s-land between 
his daring independent sensibili- 
ties and his mainstream compro- 
mises, causing the film to take a 
complicated route to something 
simple about respect for the dead.

Bridesmaids^; 

By all the usual 
metrics of a 
stereotypi- 
cal 30-some- 
thing brides- 
maid.

For Jane Lynch, 
success is no accident

Way back before “Glee” was a pop culture 
phenomenon, the thing that excited most 
critics and many fans about it was not so 
much jazz hands as Jane. 

Jane Lynch, the hilarious performer whose 
appearances on shows as diverse as “Two and 
a Half Men” and “The L Word,” and in the 
films of Christopher Guest and Judd Apatow, 
were always stellar if all too brief. Finally she 
had landed a steady gig on a big show— the 
whole musical thing might not work, the 
young unknowns might turn out to be duds, 
but at least this crazy new show had Lynch, 

“Glee,” of course, went on to redefine “hit” 
and Lynch, finally, got her due: Not only did 
she win an Emmy last year, she hosted this 
year's ceremony Sunday night. 

But in the show's down months, while ev- 
eryone else took to the road with live shows, 
Lynch apparently stayed home and wrote her 
me m oir, “Hap py Acc i de nts, ” 
proving, once again, that 
there’s no predicting things in 
Hollywood. 

Lynch has written a no- 
frills, plain-spoken memoir in 
which the “juicy” stuff— her 
struggles with alcoholism and 
her sexuality the emotional 
and financial turmoil of a per- 
former's life— is related in the 
same calm, clear-eyed tone as the 
“boring” stuff— her loving family 
her supportive friends, her happy 
marriage. 

Tossing brand to the wind, 

Lynch is, for once, not go- 
ing for laughs; she’s going for 
something remarkably close to 
wisdom, detailing her upbring- 
ing in suburban Dolton, where 
she knew early on that she 
was different— for one thing 
she wanted to perform; for 
another, she liked girls. This 
sense of otherness was thrill- 
ing and terrifying, amping 
up the normal roller coaster 
of adolescence so that Lynch 
found herself embracing “the 
melodramatic potential of it all” 
and soothing herself with a lot of 
alcohol. 

“Happy Accidents” is a straight- 
forward, well-observed chronicle of 
Lynch's life. She discusses frustra- 


tion over the difficulties of being a female 
performer who doesn’t fit the beauty ideal, 
of being praised but not hired, of being hired 
but not put on contract, but Lynch is not big 
on pointing the finger— except at herself. 

For example, after college and an unhappy 
stint in New York, she returned to Chicago 
and landed a role in a local production of 
Shakespeare's “The Comedy of Errors” that 
she quickly sabotaged. “The combination of 
being in a Shakespeare company and having 
an MFA from Cornell turned me into an 
even bigger more impossible pain in the ass 
than I'd been before,” she candidly admits. 
Lynch then discovered Second City and her 
calling in life: improvisational comedy.

The food: Shareable dishes range 
from feather light (tuna carpaccio 
with lobster, diced mango, avocado 
mousse and cucumber sorbet. $14) 
to seriously rich (breadcrumb-sprin- 
kled. gouda-sauced spaetzle that 
rivals mac ’n J cheese, $9), Our server 
recommended two dishes per per- 
son, but if you're not a big eater, keep 
in mind you'll be spoiled with extras 
such as an amuse bouche, bread 
and tiny, sugar-sprinkled Madeleine 
cakes to take home 
The drinks: Nine craft cocktails each 
spotlight a different spirit, from the 


smooth-as-silk Panacea ($14) with 
Scotch, black tea. orange and star an- 
ise to the just-sweet-enough Nectar 
($10) with vodka and pear. 

Loved it: Considering the success 
of Maroni’s wild boar naan-wich at 
Gaztro-Wagon, it wasn’t surprising 
to see he’s done right by it here. The 
deliciously caramelized hunk of meat 
with white beans, sliced dates and 
smooth olive puree is a killer com- 
bination ($21). I can’t decide which I 
loved more, that or the decadent fried 
oyster-topped crab cake with bacon- 
laced chard and leeks ($17).

0000 The look: This seriously huge 
stone building behind Rock 
Bottom in River North is the first Illinois loca- 
tion of a Texas-based "gourmet Mexican” 
chain, and it's channeling modern ski lodge 
rather than cantina kitsch. 

The food: While on the main floor you can 
order from menus for lunch, dinner and 
weekend brunch, we headed upstairs for the 
snackier platf/Jos menu. Flatbreads ($11) with 
fun flavor combos (beef, queso fresco, mush- 
rooms and cherries: or shrimp with goat 
cheese, pineapple and chipotle) had a crack- 
ery, almost tortilla chip-like crust that grew 
soggy as we snacked. A trio of tiny ahi tuna 
tacos ($9) was adorable and addictive. 

The drinks: Margaritas ($11.50) are a good 
size, but our last few sips were seriously 
salty, A blackberry version could use a touch 
of sweetness, 

FYI: FI oor-to- ceiling windows on the second 
floor open out to a rooftop garden, but it's 
just for plants, not people The dude who 
wandered out there on opening night found 
that out when he was escorted back in by a 
team of managers. 

Bottom line: In the grand scheme of down- 
town cantinas, Laredo is more spacious than 
Dos Diablos, more stylish than Moe's Cantina 
and less cheesy than Paradise Cantina, But it 
hasn't won us over just yet.

But Toni s version of a banh mi 
didn't deliver all the menu described-it was missing its pickled carrot and radish and substi- 
tuted ham for the expected prosciutto, Macarons, those brightly colored French sandwich 
cookies, had great texture, but the peach and pistachio ones 1 tried ($150 each) were lacking 
in flavor 

Bottom line; I so badly want to love everything about this cute cafe, but it may just need 
some time to get into its groove.

When Tim and Katie liiten discoveredTTie 
Hideout in 1986, it was a bar where steel 
workers from nearby factories would come 
at lunch or after work, as they had since it 
opened in 1933. Tim and Katie became regu- 
lars, and, along with Tim's childhood friends, 

Mike and Jim Hi nchsliff, they bought the bar in 1996, after tbc owner, Phi! 
Favia, passed away. 

TTie new owners changed little, other than extending the hours and bring- 
ing in bands to play at night. But the old regulars slowly left as the steel fac- 
tories moved to the suburbs. After 15 years, The I Iideout has become a place 
for new musicians and veteran performers alike to play and experiment. “I 
just thought this is, like, the perfect club. It's punk rock, but it looks like 
a country place,” Tim Tuten said. “And it's all surrounded by factories and 
everything, I just thought, That's a place where we could blast rock music, 
and no one's going to do anything about it.' And no one ever has.”

So we had to move all 
this junk that was back there, like 
construction materials and stuff like 
that,” Tuten said. “We didn’t even have 
a stage. ...

And he was super seri- 
ous. But he set up the whole stage 
himself, got it all ready, all the lights 
turned on and everything. And then 
he walks through the crowd, he goes 
upstairs, he puts on his red and white 
clothes, and then him and Meg come 
down and they do the show.”

“He was in the studio for like TO 
weeks, and nine of those weeks, every 
Monday, he came to The Hideout,” 
Tuten said. “All week long, they were 
recording in the studio, and then 
they’d try different versions [of the 
songs] at our bar.”

Chicago rocker Alex White (now of 
White Mystery) started playing shows 
at The Hideout in high school: "We 
told her, you know, you’ve got to have 
parents,” Tuten said. "Basically, just 
like on a high school field trip, there 


has to be one adult for every 10 kids/' 

The Mekons 
to The Mutiny 

The band’s sold-out 30th anniver- 
sary show at The H ideout ended 
with the entire audience carrying the 
band s equipment to North Avenue 
and taking the bus to The Mutiny on 
Western, for a second show "There 
were so many people it took two bus- 
es.

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Few: A spirited

Paul Hletko, who recently launched the Evanston-based Few 
Spirits, makes two beverages: an unaged (or white) whiskey 
and a gin. Bourbon and rye are aging in the corner of his 
brick, former-auto-garage of a distillery, and Hletko plans to 
tinker with absinthe. 

But what might say the most about Hletko’s venture into 
the world of spirits is the drink Few does not make: vodka. 

By definition a flavorless, tasteless and odorless spirit, vodka 
is “the opposite of what I want my spirits to be,” Hletko said. 

“Few Spirits is about quality and flavor and enjoying a 
drink,” Hletko said. “Taking the flavor out of the grain by dis- 
tilling it into vodka is the opposite of what we want.” 

Hletko takes obvious pride in the flavors resulting from 
his “grain-to-glass” operation. While many distilleries, of- 
tentimes even craft distilleries, buy the neutral grain spirit 
that they further distill into gin or vodka, every drop of Few 
is made in Hletko’s space just south of downtown Evanston. 

“It’s more expensive, but you get more control over your 
product,” he said. 

Few Spirits come in handsome, squat rectangular bottles 
with simple, elegant paper labels meant to evoke Chicago’s 
World’s Fair of 1893. They look like high-class products, and 
at close to $50 a bottle, they’re priced like it. Hletko knows 
that will narrow his audience, but he doesn’t mind. 

“It’s a premium product at a premium price,” Hletko said. 

“We want to be small, rare, high-end and exclusive.”

Gin: The botanicals leap out, and it is little " 
wonder-there are 11 of them within, includ- 
ing hops (an ingredient more commonly 
found in beer) that Hletko grows in his back- 
yard. Lush with juniper, pine and citrus, Few’s 
gin finishes with a distinctive peppery bite. 

White whiskey: Smooth and creamy, 
this is one of the better white whiskeys we 
tried (alongside High West’s). The buttery 
finish makes it good enough to drink neat 
or mixed with a little sweet vermouth and 
bitters for an unlikely Manhattan. It was 
honored with a double gold at the 2011 New 
York World Wine and Spirits competition. 

FIND IT 

Few Spirits are served at bars including 
Watershed (601 N. State St.; watershed- 
bar.com) and are available on shelves at 
City Provisions (1818 W. Wilson Ave.; 
cityprovisions.com), among other finer 
liquor shops. The distillery (918 Chicago 
Ave., Evanston; fewspirits.com) is open for 
tours and tastings from 1-3 p.m. Saturdays 
and open for bottle sales 10 a.m.-5 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday.

Michael K. Wiliams is making a habit of creating unforgettable char- 
acters in HBO series. 

Williams probably is best known for his turn as gay stickup artist 
Omar Little on “The Wire.” But he*s currently burning up the small 
screen on “Boardwalk Empire” as Chalky White, the sharply dressed 
bootlegger who, in Season i, delivered a show-stealing monologue as 
he confronted the main suspect in the lynching of his driver* 

The 45-year-old actor gets equally intense in Season 2, which pre- 
mieres Sunday Williams was in Chicago on Tuesday to promote 
“Boardwalk” and stopped by RedEye to give us a preview of the new 
season, in which Chalky's fortunes are tied more closely to those of 
crooked political boss Nucky Thompson {Steve Buscemi)* We couldn't 
escape talking about Omar, either. 

Why has Omar's popularity 
endured so long? 

Who’da thunk it? I think it’s a com- 
bination of things, but the main 
thing that I would venture to say 
is Omar [has] his honesty, his lack 
of respect for material things, the 
whole thing of him being a man 
with a code and how strongly he 
adheres to it. You might not agree 
with everything he’s about, but 
at the end of the day you got to 
respect him, because he pretty 
much wears his life on his sleeves. 

Can you compare him to Chalky? 

They both are stand-up dudes; 
they both have a moral code that 
they live [by]. Where they differ 
is what Omar did, he did for the 
thrill of the hunt. [He] didn’t care 
about anything ... he just wants 
to hear you squeal. Whereas 
Chalky’s a businessman, he’s 
more calculated. ... We see that 
when they find his driver swinging 
from the light fixture [in Season 
11 Omar would’ve been, “AH bets 
are off; I want blood.” Chalky’s like, 

“Remember that 30 percent deal 
we had, I want it to be 50 now, and 
I want blood.” That’s where they 
differ. 

What can we expect Sunday? 

Season 2 is pretty much what the 
catch phrase says: “Know who’s 
behind you ” And pretty much 
that speaks to loyalty. Who can 


you trust? Who’s really in your 
corner? You’d be surprised the 
turn of events: who you thought 
was your friend is actually your 
enemy and who you thought was 
your enemy is actually your friend. 
Chalky finds out that he is in the 
crosshairs of someone who is 
gunning for Nucky. ... He doesn’t 
want to be involved with this; he 
just wants to make his money and 
keep it moving. But because of the 
events that happened, he’s forced 
to realign himself with Nucky and 
decide, “Do I still want to work 
with you? Do I still trust you? Can I 
trust you?" And they find that they 
have more in common with each 
other than they did with their own 
separate communities. 

Do you find similarities in the 
worlds of the two shows? 

It’s more like the worlds of [“Wire" 
creator] David Simon’s mind 
and [“Boardwalk” creator] Terry 
Winter’s mind. Those guys set the 
bar so high for writers and how 
you tell stories and how rich your 
characters need to be and how 
much research has to be done. 
They definitely share similari- 
ties with that. And me, being so 
blessed to come from “The Wire’’ 
and go into “Boardwalk Empire*" 
it’s spoiled me. I can t go back to 
hamburger, I've been eating filet 
mignon too long, you know?

Strong transversus abdominus muscles, which are 
the deep back and abdominal muscles closest to your spine, 
protect your discs and nerves from impact. Gokhale said. 
Try it: Begin in push-up position, with your arms straight. 
Imagine a straight line from your legs through your torso to 
your neck. Don't sag or lift your butt. If your shoulders are 
tensed toward your neck, roll them open, Gokhale said. Hold 
for up to a minute. 


FYI 

Slouching at your desk pulls your muscles and ligaments out of bal- 
ance-some muscles grow tight while others become weak-lead- 
ing to back and neck pain, headaches, fatigue and other problems. 


Towel chest stretch 

To keep the shoulders from 
rounding forward, stretch out the 
chest muscles and strengthen the 
mid-upper back, said fitness ex- 
pert Tracey Mallett a Pilates 
instructor and personal 
trainer. 

Try it: Stand tall with 
your legs shoulder- 
width apart, holding 
a rolled-up bath 
towel -one end in 
each hand, Mallett 
said. Keeping the bath 
towel taut, reach the arms 
forward at shoulder height 
Exhale and pull the arms up 
and as far back as you can; you 
should feel a stretch in the pec- 
toral muscles. Hold for two breath 
cycles and then return the arms bad 
to shoulder height. Repeat five more 
times. 


The 

5-minute rest 

The eyes are often overlooked when 
it comes to posture. Once they're 
overused or fatigued, the head 
moves forward, taking us out of 
alignment. Try it: Lie on your back 
for five minutes. Tup" your eyes by 
interlacing your fingers and plac- 
ing the heels of your hands on your 
cheekbones and outer eyes to block 
out the light. Repeat once an hour. 


The shoulder roll 

Hunching the back forward 
compresses the front section of 
certain spinal discs and squeezes 
the contents backward, similar 
to squeezing one side of a 
s more, said Esther Gokhale, 
founder of the Gokhale 
Method, which 
treats chronic pain 
through postural 
adjustments. 

Try it: Move one 
shoulder forward, up- 
ward and as far back- 
ward as you comfortably 
can without significantly 
moving your body. Gently 
slide your shoulder blade down 
along your spine. Your shoulder 
may settle farther back than usual. 
Repeat on the other side. 


The 0 J squeeze 

When shoulders hunch, the 
muscles that stabilize the shoulder - 
the rhomboids and mid-trapezius 
muscles-become weak. 

Try it: Pretend you’re hold- 
ing an orange between your 
shoulder blades and try to 
squeeze it to make juice by 
bringing the shoulder blades 
(scapulae) down and togeth- 
er, said physical therapist Paul 
Drew, the author of the book 
“Red Carpet Posture.” Hold for 
10 seconds. You’ll also stretch 
out the front of your 
shoulders, which may 
be tight from slouchy 
desk posture.
